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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is a response to the preliminary amendment filed on 5/1 0/2001 . 



2. The information disclosure statement filed 5/10/2001 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: -A METHOD OF FABRICATING A 
FERROMAGNETIC PLATE-. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 44 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The limitation "a oppositely directed major surfaces" in lines 4-5 is objected. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The limitation "each strip" in line 8 renders vague and indefinite. It is unclear 
whether this each strip is the same strip in line 6 or a new strip. 

The limitation "major surfaces" in line 11 renders vague and indefinite. It is 
unclear whether these major surfaces are the same oppositely directed major surfaces 
in lines 4-5 or not. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



8. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Merlano (US 
PAT. 5,671,526). 

Merlano teaches a method of preparing transformer cores including steps of: 
cutting a starting plate having oppositely directed surfaces and a thickness such 
surfaces into strips, each strip having a width greater than the thickness of the starting

plate and equal to the thickness of the plate to be fabricated and stacking the strips 
abutting one another as shown in Fig. 1-4, 16 and 17 (col. 3, lines 3-18 and 61-64, col, 
4, lines 60-64, and col. 5, lines 31-41). 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kazama et al. (US PAT. 6,226,856), Blumberg (US PAT. 
5,862,579), Sung et al. (US PAT. 5,654,603), and Griebeleret al. (US PAT. 5,315,244) 
are cited to further show the state of the art with respect to a process of making a cut 
plate stacking together.
